retary of War. 


The annual report pf'Secrstary Stanton, 
iled Marek.lst, has;: just 'appeared. Its 
jubilation was delayed 'in order to give 
Oeneral Grant an" opportunity to furnish 


ia/^*immary of the military operations of 
he past year; but the activity of the pres- 
nt _carnpnign demands the General's un- 
eaoiflg attention, and the report appears 
rithoiu his record. Mr. Stanton savs that 
'the 'military events of the year have 
jc-en officially published by the Depart- 
ment iroui time to time as they occurred, 
and.ai£±ulljLknown_in every^branch of 
his-government and throughout the civil- 
zed, world. They constitute a series of 
succH-sful marches, sieges and battles, at- 
*estin^ the endurance and courage of the 
soldiers i.f the United States, and the gal- 
luntry and military skill of their command- 
ers, unrivalled in the history of nations." 


The'report presents a brief sketch of 


the military establishment, omittin" the 
esiiet^trftagth of the forces now under 
inns..

'Ticapable ofhblding any offlce of trust or profit under
